It would appear that a significant number those being attracted to amateur 
today have very little appreciation for what came before. However, each 
succeesing generation looks on the previous as having gone to the dogs, so 
maybe that's the case again. After all, there are still scads of Civil War 
buffs around and the universities have yet to close down their history 
departments. 


With reservations about how far I'm getting off the perceived BA track, I 
have repeatedly screamed and yelled about my concerns for "traditional 
amateur radio" being in serious jeopardy, and most of what I've gotten 
back were replies of resignation. "Oh well, I guess I'll just lie down 
and die now since I'm going to some day anyway." Frankly the apathy that 
permeates the amateur radio establishment toward the prospect that it will 
some day be nothing more than a giant Citizens Band on one end and a free 
BBS service on the other makes me pretty angry. 


>From a purely materialistic perspective I have a lot of money tied up in 
my BA's. From our discussion of prices, I'm certain that most here do and 
although I don't think that any of us have any hopes of eventually trading 
our collections for villas on the French Riveria, it would be nice to 
think that all the effort and loving care we've put into them doesn't go 
into a dumpster a few years down the road. 


Allow me suggest a propaganda campaign to help preserve our BA heritage. 
It's simple. What we do is all build up something like a 6AG&-6L6 CW 
transmitter with plug in hand-wound coils not unlike the Walter Ashe rigs 
some of us saved our school lunch change to get. Then we hang around 
places we're likely to find young kids that might have an interest in the 
<magic> of radio, like ham stores. When they're fiddling with the $400 
Japanese 2-meter CB radios or start talking repeaters, we lure them into 
our hamshacks and show them how much fun they can have with a few junk-box 
parts, a J-38 key, and a chunk of wire hanging in a tree. Who knows, we 
might actually find some kid who isn't already jaded. 


The reason I think that strategy might work goes back to about 1954 or so 
when a neighbor did something very similar with me. It was Summer and I 
saw him fiddling with something in his garage. I walked to see what he 

was up to and it turned out that he was building what he called a "power 
pack". With his running narrative of what what was going on, I stood there 
and watched him make the chassis our of scrap aluminum, punch the holes 

for the tube socket, mount the transformer, and so on until he put his VOM 
leads to it and pronounced it finished. 


Anyway, it wasn't long before I had a Heathkit AR-2 sitting on the window 
sill for SWLing and with the help of elmers like W4HMH, K4CPO, and WAPQP 
(familiar calls to the Nashvillians here), before I knew it, I was putting 
"Kn4KYO" on everything (the little "n" signified anticipating for-sure 
upgrading) and dit-ditting on the 80 and 40 meter Novice bands. 


I hadn't realized that the neighbor was a ham, but I had a latent interest 
in amateur radio and had even been mesmerized once by a visit to W4APH's 
ham shack. I guess that anticipated two minute drop-by to see what our he 
was doing that turned into an afternoon at the feet of the master is what 
had as much to do with launching me into the hobby as anything. 


Anyway, I was a pretty normal kid and it worked with me and there's no 
reason why it won't work again if we can get to them before the "good 

buddy" contingent convinces them that CW is obsolete and all those OF's 
should probably be euthanatized. If the BA interest goes down the tubes (!) 
is nobody's fault but ours.

Subject: Do you know what a TBY-7/CRI-43044/ARC-4(?) is? 


I acquired one of these a while back and have little idea what it is. It's 
small (about 10" x 8", roughly) and light, so maybe a backpack or aircraft 
radio. Separate transmitter and super-regenerative receiver circuits with 
a crystal calibrator. Some details: 


- The label says it's a CRI-43044 (maybe CR1), a unit of model TBY-7, 
manufactured by Colonial Radio Corp. for the Navy, S/N 732 

- 4 bands, 131 "channels" accessed using separate TX and RX calibration 
charts. 

- TX, RX controls: band, tune, ant load 

- Meter switch: audio fil rheostat, trans plate ma, rf fil rheostat 

- Connectors: phones, mic, key, crystal on/off 

- Ganged on/off switch, volume, regen, reduction-drive TX and RX tuning 


It has a 5-pin connector in the bottom, and someone stuffed a piece of 
paper with handwritten pinouts showing B+ (150V), B-, AL (3V), A2 (1.5V), 
C- (7.5V). The paper also lists "ARC-4" and a tube list: 38, 1E7, 958N's, 
959, 958A. Tubes inside include single-ended bottles and acorns, and I see 
one double-ended acorn. Would this be a VHF set? 


I've looked at WB9GVB's "The 'MIL List'" can't find anything there, and 
don't have any other resources. 


Thank you for your help if you can help me learn more about this tidy box.

About your Strobocomm tuning unit... 


I recall similar devices from my old high school band days, however 

they had an orange fluorescent display which would light in response 

to a 1/2 wave rectified input audio signal. A transparent, motorized 
wheel with a striped pattern in front of the display would spin at the 
appropriate rate to create a stable stripe pattern if the input frequency 
matched the spin rate, otherwise the stripes would appear to move left 

or right if the input frequency was flat or sharp. 


The really fancy unit had 12 windows, one for each semitone operating 
simultaneously. I was fascinated with the device, but our band director 
wouldn't let us near the thing. I presume it was too expensive to trust 
with 15-year-olds ;-) 


I suspect you are missing the display portion of your unit, or else it 
was different altogether. Perhaps the tuning fork would actually make 
a sound if the input pitch matched its resonant frequency; this could 

be the output. However with the name "strobocomm" I would suspect it 

is just an incomplete version of what I described.

As Jim Haynes said 


The Stroboconn does more than just give a good pitch for tuning up an 
orchestra or band. It has strobe wheels for all the notes of the scale. 
So you could play any instrument into its microphone and tell note by note 
whether they were in tune. That is, you might have an instrument that 

is in tune for the standard pitch of A, but some of its other notes 

would be out of tune. Or you could use it to tune a piano or organ, 

tho Real Tuners do it by ear, using a system of beat frequencies among 
various notes.

This is my recollection of the Stroboconn. There should be a 12-note 
display for the 12 semitones of a musical octave, set up for "equal 
temperament" tuning. I think they were first built around 1940. They 
were supposed to be a "Scientific" device for musical instrument tuning. 
I learned to tune from pipe organ builders, so never got near such a 
device. Equal temparament means that only the octaves are "just" (or 
"right on"); the other notes are slightly out of tune with each other, 
by about a beat/second in the middle C octave. Anyone familiar with a 
BFO and with "whistle-stop" radio tuning should be able to pick out the 
beats notes fairly easily. If they are hard to hear, you can usually 
feel them with your fingers on the piano frame somewhere. The beats 
are most apparent immediately after striking the note (mechanical 
oscillators "pull" just like electronic ones), which is why tuners keep 
hitting the notes. 


The problem I have with electronic tuning devices is that a lot of 
pianos don't sound quite right if the top octave is tuned correctly. I 
have an old "Schubert piano" (i.e., wood frame, built in the 1840's) 


that needs its top octave tuned quite sharp---the problem is that the 
short strings produce two sets of frequencies. Pipe organs require so 
much moving around inside tight spaces that it would be hard to drag an 
electronic device with a power cord around and monitor it. There are 
also things like mixtures that need to have all the pipes just-tuned 
with relation to each other, and reed pipes such as trumpets that make 
a lot of racket, and are hard to tune. 


There are other tuning schemes besides equal temparament. Helmholtz's 
"On the Sensations of Tone" is still the classic study. Bach's 
"Well-Tempered Clavier" was a sales pitch for equal temparament 
tuning. You can tune a piano or an organ to the older mean-tone 
temparament scheme and play some old pieces---it sounds very different. 


Of course, this is a great digression from anything to do with 
vacuum-tube electronics, and my apologies for taking up so much space 
with these comments. Of course, a Hook and Hastings 20-rank tracker 
organ in the living room has to be the ultimate in "boatanchors"---more 
like a "house-anchor."
